Utah,  New  Mexico,  BYU 
Top  }NAC  Competition 


In  a close  finish  Utah,  New 
Mexico  and  BYU  led  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  in  all-sports 
competition  during  the  19W-65 
school  year,  according  to  figures 
released  by  the  WAC  office. 

Arizona  and  Arizona  State,  in 
that  order,  finished  close  behind, 
and  last-place  Wyoming  without 
winning  a (“hampionship,  made  a 
very  commendable  all-sports 
showing  in  a well-balanced  con- 
ference competitive  program. 

SINCE  THE  CONFERENCE 
does  not  give  an  all-sports  award, 
there  is  no  fixed  scoring  formula 
for  determining  an  official  win- 
ner; however,  one  impartial  form- 
ula (perhaps  disputable)  would 
give  Utah  the  unofficial  title  by 
half  a point.  By  some  other  form- 
ula, the  Lobos  might  claim  the 
title. 

The  disputable  feature  of  any 
scoring  system  used  for  the  WAC 
all-sports  title  is  involved  in  the 
complicated  splitting  of  points  in 
baseball,  since  the  league  is  divid- 
ed into  northern  and  southern 
divisions  and  only  the  division 
champions  meet  in  official  inter- 


divisional  play.  For  that  reason, 
comparative  team  standings, 
conference-wide,  are  difficult  and 
disputable. 

IN  THE  SCORING  SYSTEM 
used,  Utah  was  given  second  place 
in  unofficial  conference-wide  base- 
ball standing,  by  virtue  of  win- 
ning the  northern  division  title 
and  meeting  champion  Arizona 
State  in  the  league  championship 
playoffs.  Final  ratings  of  the  na- 
tional press  baseball  poll  sup- 
port this  hypothesis.  Similarly,  b^ 
cause  of  lack  of  a common  de- 
nominater,  unmatched  Arizona 
and  Wyoming,  runners-up  in  their 
respective  divisions,  were  given  a 
tie  for  third  place. 

On  a scale  which  awarded  six 
points  for  first  place,  five  for 
second,  and  so  on  to  zero  for  non- 
competition, Utah  scored  38J 
points.  New  Mexico  38,  Brigham 
Young  37,  Arizona  34J,  Arizona 
State  325,  and  Wyoming  285.

WAC  Chiefs 

Discussing 

Expansion 

Presidents  of  the  six  Western 
Athletic  Conference  universities 
met  in  Denver  Thursday  at  the 
Hilton  Hotel  to  take  action  on 
several  matters,  including  re- 
coQimendations  formulated  by 
the  athletic  directors  and  faculty 
representatives  at  their  ilay 
meeting  in  Albuquerque. 

.ACf  ORDING  TO  WAC  COM- 
MISSIONER Paul  W.  Brechler, 
principal  items  on  the  agenda 
pertain  to  the  by-laws  affecting 
junior  college  transfers,  fresh- 
man eligibility  in  certain  varsity 
sports,  and  grants-in-aid  to  athle- 
tes. The  problem  of  expansion  is 
also  up  for  possible  discussion 
and  consideration. 

Under  the  present  WAC  rule, 
freshmen  are  prohibited  from  i 
varsity  competition  in  football, 
basketball,  and  baseball,  but  are 
permitted  to  compete  in  varsity 
crosscountry,  golf,  gymnastics, 
swimming,  tennis,  track  and 
fields,  and  wrestling.  • 

SIMILARLY.  STUDENTS  who 
have  attended  a junior  college 
one  year  may  transfer  to  a WAC 
school  and  become  eligible  im- 
mediately for  varsity  competition, 
provided  they  meet  qualitative 
and  quantitative  (icademic  stand- 
eu'ds  required  of  all  WAC  athlet- 
es with  the  same  class  standing. 

The  Western  Conference  is 
more  lenient  in  this  respect  than 
some  conferences  which  require 
two  years  of  junior  colleges  re- 
sidence for  immediate  eligibility, 
and  is  more  rigid  than  other  ton- 
ferences  which  require  only  one| 
one  semester  of  junior  college 
residence. 

.ANOTHER  ITEM  ON  THE 
AGEND.A  is  a discussion  of  the 
possible  limitation  of  the  number 
of  grants-in-aid  to  athletes,  and 
includes  a report  from  Mr.  Brech- 
ler to  the  presidents  on  results 
of  a survey  of  policies  governing 
grants-in-aid  in  other  conferences. 

Also  scheduled  is  a review  on 
the  WAC  radio  and  television  pol- 
icy, which  has  been  under  study 
for  possible  minor  revisions  de- 
signed to  effect  better  coordin- 
ation on  a national  scale.
